26, Méscedlancous.—The miscellaneous reecipts amounted to Rs, 7,028-8-0, or Rs. 3,228-8-0 
in excess of the estimate, of which the greater portion is due to unanticipated income received 
under the 3rd head, which will be treated of hereafter in detail. They were derived from the 
following sources :—-(1) pounds, (2) housc-rate, (3) miscellaneous. 

27, Pounds,—1,650 head of cattle were impounded doring the year, the fines levied 
on which amounted to Rs, 484-5-0, an excess on the sum realized during the year 1868-69. 

28. It was remarked (see para. 28 of last annual report) that the solitary pound within 
the municipal jurisdiction was not sufficient for the requirements of the town. Accordingly 
application was made during the year by the magistrate to the commissioner of the division for 
permission to establish two other pounds; the one at Auschunuggur, and the other at Allen 
gunge. Permission has been grauted during the current year, and the two pounds were 
opened on the Ist of May. 

29. House-rent.—The commissioners are still in possession of three out of the four 
buildings mentioned in paragraph 29 of the last annual report; the fourth building —the Ranee- 
gunge—baving been handed over to the police to be used ax an out-post. 

30, Municipal Serai.—The municipal serai along with the Midhai Mehat were leased out. 
conjointly for the year for Rs. 606. The improvements resolved on by the commissioners at 
their meeting held on the 20th January 1869 (see 3 of last annual report) have been 
duly carried out ata cost of Rs, 577-1-0. The serai can now be considered fairly successful, 
it being considerably resorted to by travellers. 

31. The serai and Afithai Mehal have for tho year 1870-71 been leased out eonjointly 
for Rsa550 ; the lessee agreving, besides, to pay monthly Rs. 9, the salaries of two mehtare to 
attend to. the serai and latrine within its compound, which had hitherto been paid by the 
municipality. 

32. Municipal Cattle-Sheds.—The two buildings used as cattle-sheds (see para. 29 last 
annual report) are still in existence, These buildings are situated close to the criminal jail, 
baving been built on jail premises. It is, however, under contemplation to remove them from 
their present gite, in consequence of the inspector-general of juils having complained that 
their ‘closeness to the jail, conduced to make it unhealthy. Provision has been made in the 
vurrent year’s budget to meet the expenses of removal. 

33. . Miscellaneova.—The receipts under this head amounted to Rs. 5,944-8-0, and were

4%. The subject of increasing the quantity of kunkur metalling has been under the 

consider#tion of the Commissioners, in consequence of its having been found that several of 

the ballast: road& had not been able to stand the traflic which was carried over them, This in 

particular applied’ to the Aunchunnuggur and Parheerhata roads, the traffic over which is very 

large. Tho Commissioners have for the current year, as an experiment, resolved on repairing 
those roads with kunknr. :

49, Lighting.—The saving under the head of lighting 1s dud entirely to diminished 
expenditure forgontingencics, which include oil. 

50. There are 50 street lamps, each barning 4 ehittacks of oil (see para, 59 of last 
report). During the past sickly season it frequently happened, in consequence of the non- 
attendance of the lamp-lighters throngh sickness, that for weeks together not above onc third 
of the lamps wero lit during the night. This necess: lessened the expenditure. 

51. Watering. —The excess expenditure under the head of watering was unavoidable, 
and was caused entirely by the exceptional dry season that has passed, which entailed extra coolie 
labour ia watering the streets. 

52. The forr watering carts, the proporty of the commissioners (see para. 62 of Tast 
annual report), have been increased to six by the purchase of two more carts from tho Caleulta 
Municipality. The former have also undergone thorough repair, and are now in working order. 
Conservane he saving under the head of cowsercaucy arises entirely from the 
forfeited pay of wise 

54, Allusion was made in the last annual report to the insufliciency of establishment, 
and it was then anticipated that a further increase to the establishment would be required. 
At the commencement of the year under report the establishment consisted of 8  sub-over- 
seers, 17 chuprassies, GS mehters. In the course of the year the establishment was increased 
by T chuprassies and 10 mehters. ‘Three additional conservancy carts were also purchased, 
making a total of 20 carts. A farther revision of establishment is under contemplation, in 
which the number of chuprassies will be greatly reduced and the mebters increased. 

55. The greatest difficulty has been experienced during the year in working the conser- 
vancy of the town, in consequence of the very indifferent manner in which the mehters have 
behaved. These men are mostly of the arce and Lowe caste, who are much addicted to 
sintoxication. So bad, indeed, has been their conduct in systematically absenting themselves 
from their work, that it frequently ened that for months together a third of the conservancy 
carts have had to lie idle for want of mehters to work them, and in consequence the street 
seavengering of many parts of the town hus auflered. 

56, In January an attempt was made to induce a gang of dangure, who were on their way 
to Caloutta for employment, to remain at Burdwan in the service of the mnnicipality. This 
attempt succeeded, and a gang of 10 dangurs engaged to remain on ealarics of Re. 5 each 
por mensem, ‘Thece men were cmploycd exclusively in clearing existing drains, and performed 
their work so willimgly and well, that it was determined to engage a larger gang, sufficient: to 
dispenge entirely with the services of the mehters. A chuprassee was accordingly deputed to 
Ranchee in February, and succeeded in obtaining a gang of 30 dangurs, with whom he returned 
to Burdwan. These men were at once employed us street seavengers and performed their work 
well. Durjng the late hot season four of their number died of cholera, and this so disheart- 
ened the fest, that in a bedy they all resigned and returned to Ranchee. Another attempt is 
being made to engage a fresh gang of dangurs from Ranchee. 

67. Police.—'the saving under the head of podice amounted to Rs. 907-6-2, and is due 
to the fact that the actual amount drawn by the district superintendent of police from the 
municipality was less than the sum estimated for. 

58. A sum of Rs. 1,000 was allotted in the budget for the erection of out-posts. This 
sur was placed entirely at the disposal of the district supcrintendent of police, who superin- 
tended the erection of the buildings. A largo outpost has been erected at dlimgnage, gt the 
junetion of the Parbeerhatla and Kunchunnuggur roads, at a cost of Rs. 564, and the Ranee- 
gunge building yas been converted into another out-post at a cost of Rs. 260-5.9. 
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59. Local improvement$—Vhe budget estimate for 1869-70 allowed Rs. 3,604 for 
expenditure on local improvements, Which sum was allotted as follows :—(1) drainage, Rs. 1,000 ; 
9) latrines, Rs. 1,000; (3) survey, Rs. 1,000; (4) miscellancous, Rs, 604; total, Re. 3,604. 

‘At meetings, however, held on the 20th July aid Ist November 1869, the eommisioners 
appropriated a further sum of Rs. 2,000 out of the excess over tho estimated balance in hand 
at the close of the year 1868-69, to he allotted equally to the heads of drainage and latrines. 
Ata mecting also, held on the 20th November 1869, the sum set apart. in the budgeton account 
of sureey was appropriated for medical relief purposes and credited to miscellancous ; the 
Government having suggested that it was the duty of the municipal commissioners to provide 
fands for medical relief purposes even if other important works had to be abandoned. 

60, ‘Phe local improvements during the year muy therefore be treated under the three 
following heads :—(1) drainage works, (2) latrines, (3) miscellancou: . 

61. Drainage works.—The foll wing is a detail of the improvements éffected under the 
head of drainage toocks:—(1) excavation of the Raneegunge main drain, (2) excavation 
of the Peclkhana dr pairing Raneegunge Buzzy drain, (4) repairing Raneegunge 
road side drain, (5) repairing Pooratun Chnek drain, * 

62. Ranceynnge main drain—he description and use of the Haneeguage main drain 
fully explained in the last annual report (seep 70). It was then anticipated 
that the excavation of this drain would he completed before the rains of ‘the current yoar. 
This expectation, however, will not be realized in consequence of the allotment for drainage 
having been expended carly in the year, thus preventing the works being carried on during 
the euld season of the year under report, The wo excavating has, however, again com- 
meneed, and is progressing satisfactorily. Th {form of the Bu ay Bridge, which 
spans this drain, has had to be lowered in accordance with the levels taken by Mr: Abbott, 
assistant engineer, railway company, in April LSGS (see para, 70 of last report), and it 
is now hoped that the cur ain completed. 
4, long, and commences from the mobul- 
inal Jane, and finally empties itself into the 
Raneogunge main drain dhanuggur. The Veelkhannah drain connects with the Ranee- 
sguunge maio drain a se auks which border on the Burra Bazar Road in the mohulla of 
‘Tieeaparah. Into tnese tanks the sutface drainage of this portion of the town falls. Previ- 
ous to its excavation this portion «f the Lown sullered frequently from inundations during the 
continuance of heavy rains, in consequence ot the tanks above alluded to overllowing and 
the surplus water thi ¢ finding no outlet. In November 1867 Mr. A. E. Russell, 
judge of Burdwan in a regular appeal case, Makecm Kasim Ali and another (defendants) 
‘appellants versus Panjab Lall Baboo (plaintitf) respondent, rema f 

“ke cout considers that in behalf of the inhabitants of th 
are situated, some action should be taken by the munici 
at proper drainage of the surplus water of the tanks, as it appea 
ns some damage 1 snit unless proper w:

Want. of funds prevented the ation of this drain before the year under report. In 
September 1868 Mr. Bainbridye, th irman of the municipality, requested Mr. Williams, 
executive engineer, local roads, and fivio commissioner, to favour the municipality with 
the levels of this drain. Mr, Williams supplied the levels in October. The work of exeava- 
tion, however, did not commence {ill April L869, and was completed in July of the same year 
at a total cost of Rs. 674. The Peelkhannah Jane has been considerably widgued and 
improved. Baboo Brindabun Chunder Roy, zemindar, kindly gave to the municipality some 6 
or 7 coééas of land which adjoined the Peelkhannah road, by which means the widening of the 
roud was effected. 

64. Kaneegunge Basar drain—The Kaneegunye Bazar drain takes its name from the 
Bazar, the water of which it drains off. It commences in the middle of the Raneegunge 
Bazar, runs alongside the Raneczunge Bazar lane, and empties itself’ into a tank which 
Lorders on the Burra Bazar road, the surplus water from which passes into the Lashkar Diggee 
tank, and from thence finally finds its way into the paddy fields. This drain was formerly 
quite useless, having been entirely blocked up, so that the water used to overttow the lane. It 
has now been put into thorough repai 

65. Kanergunye Road side-drain,—This drain runs along both sides of a portion of the 
Raneegunge road within the Bazar, und carries off the surface drainage of this portion of the 
town into the Raneegunge main drain. Constant repairs had raised the level of the Ranee- 
gunge road above the sides of this drain, and in consequence the carth from the road had 
completely blocked it up and rendered the drain useless. To remedy this its side walls were 
raised above the lovel of the road, with channels at every 10 fect apart to permit the surfuoe 
drainage to enter, The drain was also thoroughly repaired. The work of repairing this 
and the preceding drain commenced in May, and was concluded in July at a total cost of 
Bs, 729-6-0. i 

66. Pooratun Chuck drain.—The description of this drain is given in paragraph 72 of last 
annual report, At the request of the Mabarajah of Burdwan the municipality discontinued 
its repairs, which the Maharajah promined to complete himself. The repairs ‘of the Poorafun 
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Chuck drain have since been completed by the Maharajah, ‘The total cost inenrred by the 
municipality in carrying out the repairs of this drain during the year under report was 
Re. 251-12-9, which, with the sum of Re, 1,023-15-5, the amount spent on its repairs daring 
1868-69 (see para, 72 of last annual report), gives a total expenditare of Rs. 1,27 
Out of this amount Rs. 1,058-1-3 have been repaid by the Maharajah (see item 3 of the 
miscellanegus receipts) ; the bulance oftRs, 217-8-9 been charged to the municipality, 
as it was expenditure incurred rather uporythe public road adjoining the drain, these repairs 
having been effected from the broken matorials of the old drain. 

67. Shimbazar and Radkagunge drains.—Nothing has been done to these drains in the 
way A repairs. The Shanfazar drain has, however, been thoroughly cleaned out by the 
gang of Gangugs entertained by the municipality, The Radéagunye drain is 
of being cleaned. 

68, Latrines—The construction of a public latrine similar to the plan recently adopted 
in Calentta was commenced during the year. ‘Tho estimated cost. of the latrine is Rs. 1,667. 
It provides accommodation for 16 males and 16 females. It has been erected at Radhanuggar, 
on a piece of land belonging to Baboo Mohendro Nath Pundit, with whom negociations had 
beon commenced* for its purch; last. year {see para, 83, , annual report). The 
zemindar’s consewt to the purchase was obtained in November 186%, and the work of eon- 
structing the, Iatrine commenced the same month. ‘The latrine will be completed during the 
emrrent year. 

69. The miscellaneous local improvements 
(2) improvements to serai building, (3) erecting signposts. 

10. Fencing tonks.—The total expenditure incurred during the year on fencing tanks 
amounted to Rs. 23$-1-9, which, added to the sum of Hs, 91-14-10, stated in last year’s 
report (para. 84) to be in course of recovery, gave a total of Rs. 380-0-7 to he recovered 
in the year under report. Out of this Ks. 147-1 have been reeovered, Rs. 34-0-6 are in course 
of recovery, and the balance is the expenditure on account of fincing tanks and nullahs which 
are the property of the commissioners, or of which the owners cannot be ascertained, or, if 
ascertained, are too poor to pay the cost of fencing. 

71. Lnprovements !o serai building.—The charges incurred on the further improvement 
of the serai building amounted to Rs. 577-1. hese charges were sanctioned hy the com- 
missioners at a meeting held on the 20th of April 1569. 

72. Sign-poste.—The whole of the pucka roads within the municipality and the town 
futoba roads have been supplied with sipu-posis. ‘These posts, which east. the municipality 
from Rs, 1-8 to Rs. 1-10 exch, have not been found to answer very well. Although cach 
post. is well tarred and built into a foundation of preka masonry, ith found that they 
are still liable to. thy 7 ts, ‘The boards also warp from the heat, and are 
continually falling from Sign-posts and sign-hoards, to last any time, 
iron; but the expenditure in that ease would be more than the nvunicipality can afford to incur. 

73. Miscetlancows.—The misce/lancons expenditure amounted to Rs. 5,2 
Rs, 2,945-2-10 in excess of the estimate. This excess is due entirely to ex

14. Medical relief charges —This item requires some explanation. During the year 
under regort fever of a most fatal type visited (he town of Burdwan and its suburbs, causing 
heavy loas of life, notwithstanding all the efforts of the Government and the municipality to 
repress ft. Burdwan has suffered severely from fever during tho past two or three years, the 
sickness alwaye appearing with the rains, and passing away about 2 months after the setting 
in of tho cold woather, So also in the year under report fover was prevalent in many parts 
of the town when the rains set in, but the disease did not assume a seriously fatal aspect till 
about tho middle of July, Unfortunately the police, to whom was entrusted the duty of sub. 
mitting both to the magistrate and to the municipality periodical mortality returns, reported 
the number of deaths in the town to be very small, and it was not until the chaipman’s 
sispicions were raised by information derived from private sources, that the true effects of the 
fever came to ba known. * 
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75. “During ihe first veok in Septomber the chairman visited soveral portiobe of the 
town, and the result of hie inspection was communicated to the commissioners at a speoial 
meetnig convened on the 10th September. ‘The following is an extraot from the proceedings 
of that meeting :— 

. “be chairman called the attention of the meeting to the great sickness from fever 
prevailing in the town, und more particularly in @hofa Nilyore, Daumrai, Shungaripukkur, 
Bara Nilpore, Ieklabazar, Scaldanga, and Lacoorde Ke. within the limits of the municipality, 
and at a village called Suraitidur, immediately outside the municipal limits. ‘The chairman 
had recently visited all the perads above waned, and also the village of Saraitikurfand regretted 
to find that in this village and in Chota Nifpore neatly 0 per ceut. of the population had 
been carried off by the fever within the last two months, ‘Phe parad which next to Chota Nil- 
pore aud Sarastikur ad sullered the most was VAawrai. There, too, if the.statements of the 
people could be relied upon, about 5: or G0 deaths from fever had occurred within the last two 
mouths. Sara Nilpore had been suffering much from the fever, but, notwithstanding that 
this parah bordered on Chola Nifpore, the number of deaths which had there occurred within 
the last two months was, strange to say, very small. The people themselves said that though 
they bad been suffering much, they were now recovering, and that not more than five or six 
deaths had occurred since the commencement, of the rains. 

“Tu those parts of the town suffering most. from the lever, there were 2 ngmibers of poor 
people lying helplessly sick in. their houses who had not the means to pay for medicines wad 
medical attendance, and who had not, strength to go to the charitable hospital.” 

76, At the special ‘meeting alluded to, the commissioners at once resolved to entertain a 
Baiive deelorand sol apart a sum of Rts, 300 for that purpose. 

77, Inthe November following the sanitary commissioner of Bengal visited ‘Burdwan, 
the commissioner of the division also visited the town, and the result was that the commis~ 
sioner applied to Government to send at onee two sub-: anl surgcons, two native doctors, 
and two compounders, to give medical relief’ to the sufferers. 

78. The medieal staff applied for arrived during the second week in November, and at a 
meeting held on the 24th November the commissioners set. apart a further sum of Rs. 1,000 
Ly a transfer of the swvey allotment to the head of wisceldancons, in order to cover the salaries 
of tho several medical oll and all contingent charges incurred by them, the Government 
consenting to supply the necessary medicines free of cost. On the 20th December 1869, the 
Government deputed Mr. Assistant Surgeon W. Jackson specially to superintend the work of 
the sub-medical staff. On the 6th Tanuary the sanitary commissioner again visited the town 
and reported to Goverment that the health of the people had considerably improved, 

79. During the months of January, February, March, and April, the sickness gradually 
diminished, until finally, on the 40th April of the current year, 
all medical operations, as_ far Government, were concerned, 
ceased, assistant surgeon W. Jackson was withdrawn, and the 
medical staff redueed to one native doctor and one compounder, 
who are still being entertained by the municipality to give relief to a few sufferers in the 
villages marginally 1 noted. 

“$0. A detailed report of the fever and of the measures taken to check ib has already 
been submitted by the magistrate to the commissioner, so that it has not been thought neces- 
sary to give in this report more than the above brief ‘outline of the fever. The magistrate 
estimated that between the Ist April 1869 und 31st March 1870 ubout 6,000 deaths had * 
occurred, of which 80 per cent. were from fever, Appendix C, siowing the receipts and 
expenditure on account of medieal relief up to the close of the year under report, is eubjoined. 
This statement will serve to explain the item of expenditure under notice, 

81. Lawsnits—The municipality ducing the year instituted five suits in the civil court, 
three against the owners of holdings for the recovery of houso-rnto, and two for the recovery 
of unrealized expenditure on account of fencing tanks. Of these, four were decided in favour 
of the municipality, and one was compromised, the owner of a holding hating at the last 
moment liquidated the municipal claim against him, 

82. ‘Phe other miscellaneous items do not call for any remarks,

84. Mortuary returnx.—Until September last the mortuary returns kept by the police 
were altogether unreliable, and only served to mislead the commissioners. From the lat 
January, however, a new system of registering deuths has been started des lens “of 
Government. Evory out-post in the town now keeps a printed register of deaths if a form 
prescribed by Government. To each out-post a certain portion of the chowkeydars of the town 
are required to report daily the deaths in their respective beats. Strict orders have beon 
issued by the magistrate to the police on the subject of requiring these chowkeydurs to report 
daily, and auy chiwkeydar who neglects this duty has been threatened with dismiseal, Monthly 
extracts from the out-post registers are sent to the municipal office, 

85, The following is a statoment of mortality in the town and suburbs as reported by 
the police for esch month of the year under report :—April, 110; May, 42; June, 24; July, 
74; August, 249; September, 503; Ostober, 492; November, 643; December, 416; 
January, 199; February, 275; March,’ 213; total deaths, 3,2389.-

9, Service-enpired Indians remaining.—A greater number of the coolies per Fulwood, 
1858, whose ten years of industrial serviec expired on 21st May last, had given the notice for 
the return-pascage; but, upon the passing of the Connty Act No. 390 by the legislature on 
the 4th August last (which also secured the back passage to such of them as were wishful of 
remaining in the colony other five years), a large number withdrew such notices and accepted 
the bounty olfered. Accordingly, 131 males and 81 females of this batch re . 
namely, adults £10, and non-adults, above 10 yews, £5 cach, amounting to C1,865 paid out of 
the immigration fund, and who have becn re-indentured in terms of the Act, and will annually 
pase under indentures for a further peried of live years—a measure which mnst prove as 
beneficial to the immigrants as to the colony in preventing the former from contracting idle 
and roving habits, and in @fcuring fur the latter their labor en the plantation 

The Act No. 390, however, Bejoosh extending to the Tndians the right to the back 
passage, mukes no provision whatet@a for contributions to the immigration fund by employers 
as the Act No: 256 does, namely, the payment of 29-2 on re-indenture. I do not know whether 
this is an omission on the part of the framers of therA ct, sider it my duty to call 
the attention of the executive to the subject, invelving as i draft hereafter on the 
immigration fund for the service-expired Indians per shipy Muidstowe and Palmood. 

10. Service-ewpiring Indiausz—On the 18th June of the present year, the Indians who 
arrived Jf this colony in the ship Ja/aiwar, 1859, will have completed their term of ten years? 
industrial service, Of this batch there were on the plantations 133 men, 57 women, 41 boys, 32 
girls, and 9 infants, the greater number of whom have claimed the right to the return passage. 
J do not, however, expect that more than 16 men and & women with 2 children will leave the 
colony. I shall, for the information of the executive, in due time prepare a nominal roll of 
those intending to return homeward, when the immigrants have made the nesgessary prepara~ 
tory arrangements for a supply of warm clothing fur the voyage, L 

1. Insufficient provision for the immigration service—Mo the honor of Her Majesty’s 
Government, 1 do not think that it often oceurs that a publie servant is permitted in yain to 
call attention as often as I have done to the disbursements which he has found indispensably 
necessary to make to enable him properly to discharge the duties of his offiee, and in obedienve 
to the order of his official superior, There is nothing in the immigration law from which any 
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obligation on me to purchase and keep horses for this service could bo implied, “Yet, for 
upwards of three years, it lias heen necessary for me to disburse out of a small salary of £250, 
not leas than £70 per annum, trusting that the colcnial legislature, seeing the necessity for 
the outlay, would reimburse me. 

T have by memorial repeatedly, throngh the exceutive, brought this elaim for reimburse- 
ment before the Honse of Assembly; bat, composed as that body is of these with whom I have 
bad occasion to came in contact whilst protecting the Indian immigrants, my chance of 
obtaining relic is slender; and as I cannot allow the si to sulfer by discontinuing the 
keep of two horses, and consequently those periodical inspections of the imbigrants and 
their habitations on the p! ions whieh are found indispensable, Tam eonstraiked to 
solicit that the subject: may be brought specially under the notice of His Gr the® Karl of 
Granville, who presides over colonial alfaing, fully persuaded that Tlis Grae will not allow a 
public servant to become embarrassed hy ‘disharsements which are not binding on him, 
although found so essentially necessary for the eflicient working of the immigration service of

2, It appears from this report thut the number of Indian immigrants in (he island) was 
1,702, loeated on 38 sugar and six c estates ; that the births in the vere 59, and the 
deaths 42: one of the deaths, that of a woman of dissolute habits, was’ foundeby a coroner’s 
jury to have occurred from starvation, On this the immigration agent observes that she was 
within reach bgth of food and medical aid, had she sought for them, 

3, There were 80 convictions in the year, all for petty o: s, including five for breuches 
of contract. 

4, There were no Indian immigrants introduced during the year ; but nin 

- had gone to Trinidad in the hope of bettering their condition, returned to Gi 
resumed their placos among the labouring population, 

5. In June last, of the 299 immigrants who arrived in the ship Jadumur in June 1939, 
and whose term of service hud expired, 187 commuted their right to back passages for 
bounties, amounting, in the whole, to £1,642-10, and were re-indentured for one ye: Only 
three men and one girl weie wailing for buck passages to India, and until an opportunity of 
sending them home occurs, they will receive the compensation for delay provided by the 49th 
section,of the amended Emigration Act. 

6. The satisfactory features in the agent’s reports are the increase of births over deutiie— 
the former being at the rate of 2-46 per cent. against 2°38 per ceut. of the Jatter, and the

Theee schedules tell so plainly for themselves as to leave little room either for comment or 
suggestion. . 

1. Sehedule A.—Deaths—shows 11, 5 adults and 6 infaats; 1 infant died on Orange 
ily, three days after birth, from tetanus, ‘The one styled an infant on Langley Bark was a 
Loy of fi and succumbed to low fever ; one was premature birth ; oue died from cone 
vulsions in teething, another from tetanus, and one from ulecration, 

Upon the various estates the medical visits were regularly performed, and competent sick 
nurses are provided. 

Amid the adults there have been five deaths ; and when it is considered that: two arrived 
in the colony with all the symptoms of their disease, consumption, and that another fell a 
victim to a disease beyond medical control, dirt-cating, T ara justified in remarking that the 
facts speak highly lor the sanitary state of the plantations, the care of the employers, and the 
jndicions administration of all regulations, L may here record that amongst tho largest 
number of coolies placed nyon any property, vz. 48 on Orange Lill, in January 1866 (15. of 
whom were sickly), no death has oeeurred: 

I. Schedule B.—Births—gives the number as 
increase of 12 as compared with deaths. 

AL. Sededule C—To account for the decrease of carnings 
alluded to, I would mention that, as u body, the people last arrived per Neweas/de are not so 
industrious a those received per Corn/ess of Ripon, and also that the latter half of the year only 
comprises a small portion of the sugar-making season, when high wages are carned about the 
mill-yard:

I nave to acknowledge your letter of the Ist instant, with a despatch from the Licutenant- 
Governor of St, Vincent, enclosing the report of the Immigration Ageut of that colony for 
the six months ending 31st December last. 

2. The number of immigrants on estates on 30th June 868 was 705. During the six months 
there were 28 births and 11 deaths, making the number on estates on 41st December last 717. 
‘The death-rate was therefore 1°51 per cent., rather more than in the previous half-year, when it 
was only 1:12, Considering, however, the unhealthy condition in which a portion of these 

ople arrived in the preceding year, this must be rezarded as satisfactory. The earnings of 
the laborers during the lust half-year had not been so larwe as the previous, the portion of crop 
time comprised in the second-half of the year being less than in the first. ‘There was but 
little crime among the imumigrante, and the relations between them and their employers are 
suid to be very good. 

3. On the whole, the report, may be considered altogether satisfactory. 





From H. B. Suaw, Esq., Acting Agent-General of Immigration, to the Hoy'sie B. B. 
Rusuworri, &., &e., &e.—(No. S64, dated Jamaica, Immigration Office, the 
18th October 1869.) 


In handing you tho following report on the immigration department for the year ending 
30th September 1868, for the information of His Excellency the Governor, I have the honor 
to state’ that, in consequence of my having only taken charge of the department in July of 
that year, and not knowing a report was required from me, I much fear this report must not 
only be a brief one, but also in a measure unsatisfactory, as what remarks I have to make on 
coolie immigration belong more properly to the next year’s report, 1868-69, than to this one. 

I find by the records of this office that, from 1860 until 1863, there were introduced. 
8,306 males 1,233, females, and 96 infants, total 4,695 coolies ; the deaths have been 760 
males, 225 femaies, total 931 or 20-8 per cent. ; and the births have been 197 males, and 179 
females, total 876 or 811 por cent. Desertions 461 males and 113 females, total” 574 or 

~ 12:88 per cent. 

In 1867, during the months of May, June, and July, three ships arrived with coolies 
from Calcutta, viz., the S¢. Hilda, the Corona, and the Salamanca, landing here 1,09] males, 
498 femaleg, and 36 infants, a totul of 1,625 voolies. Of these, since their location up to the 
80th Sept&mber 1868, 289 males and 75 females have died, a total of 314 or 19°82 per cent., 
and there‘are 13 desertions or 8 per cent. 

may lure remark that the immigrants by the St. Hilda and Salamenca were avery 
fair lot, but the people by the Corona were a miserably-diseased and wretched sot, and have 
been an endless source of expense and annoyance to those who were unfortunate enough to 
employ them 

‘The deaths amongst them were, as could only be expected, numerous, and those that are 
left are neither strong, nor ever likely to become good agricultural laborers. 

Up'te the 80th September 1868, applications for 1,842 East Indian immigrants had been 
received and forwarded to India.

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Report on immigration for the year 1868, by Mr. 11. Mivcwuta, Agent-General of Inmigrants,— 
(dated Vebruary 1869.) 


I nave the honor to submit, for His Excellency’s information, the following remarks on the 
annual abstract of quarterly returns, together with such general observations as the immigration 
system of this colcay for the vear ending 80th of September 1868 seems to warrant :— 

1st—From the above-mentioned abstract, which was submitted to council in December 
last, it appears that the number of Indians embarked at Calentta for Trinidad during the pre~ 
ceding season was 1,196 men, 518 women, 57 boys, 3) girls, and $0 infants—=1,8%0 souls. OF 
these there died on the passage 21 men, 18. worn , Dboys, 4 girls, and 6 infants=54, souls, 
giving a death-rate of 2-0 per cent., against which may be placed 16 births at sea, 

‘two of the ships embarked 623 souls. On arrival they reported six, deaths and seven 
births; altogether the transport servize appears to have been carefully ¢ and creditably eondneted. 

2ud.—Mortality on cslu/es.—This amounted to 403 on an estates’ population of 14,693 of 
all ages, indentared and free==2°7, or a trifle under that of last year, 

It tnay bo remarked that the mortality of this season, when it passed the ordinary 
percentage, was confined to 15 estates, on many others it was singularly limited. ‘Thus on bid 
estates the mortality was 62 on an indentured total of 4,239 Indian immigrants=-1+4 pe 
cent., ami on 28 of these same estates, with an indentured population of 1,15) adults, there aa 
no casuulty whatever. It remains to be seen how far the measnres initiated thia year by the 
Government of the colony for feeding the new arrivals, togetier with the care and co-operation 
of the employers, may tend to reduce the average death-rate of the whole body of indentpred 
Jubor towards such limits. In the wards of Chaguanas, Oroponche, and St. Patrick’s, “which 
were, till within the last few years, eonsidered most unhealthy, the death-rate has fallen even 
Jower than in the Naparimas, and this result has been attributed, and I believe justly so by 
the insvector, partly to increased care in the direetion of estates’ hospitals, but principally to 
the increasing abundance of food; the indentured laborers in the two former wards having 



















































































raised more provisions than met their own edrox the old eoolies who had 
finished their contract sorvice, instead of I the district, had rented land here and there in 
small patches and occupied themselves as market gardeners, The fact of the Indian imi 

thus more zeneraily engag' agriculture on his awn account is satisfactory, as indicating 
that growing state of independence which alone will induce hin to colonize eventually tho 
land where he has served his contract. In one of the latest constituted wards of the island, 





that of Montserrat, upwards of 80 Tadians haye settled and purchased crown kinds amounting 
to between 8 and 40 acres. Should this movement continue, and any considerable 
namber be induced to follow in their wak», or to accept an equivalent in land for their return 
passaze, the colony may congraiulate iis If en having made its most important step in seenring 
a permunent supply of labor by erasing or deadening a sentiment more potent than that of 
caste, and hitherto animating all eastes ali the desire of returning to Caleutta, and 
replacing that desire by the possession o es of land not likely to be soon in demand 
by any one else. 

3rd.—The hospitals or estat 
of the househ 
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K-houses have now graduully taken their places as part 

ates employing indentured immigrants. With one 
or two exceptions they a y the regnlations which preclude the distribution of 
nowly-arrived eoolies to 0 estates on which the arrangements are not in complete accordance 
with established rule. When asingle hospital has been set apart for twe or more estates, 
even whon belonging to the same proprietor, the resnlts appear rarely so satisfactory as when’ 
each estate has ite own hospital, that is to say, the results of treatment iu such cases appear 
to be in favor of the estate on which the gencral hospital has been erected. 

Whether this he due to the conductor of the central estate being more anxious abdut his 
own people, or to the more distant estate sending its patients later, or to their suffering from 
the transport, doves not appear ; but the faet is so, and in more than one instance parties having 
contral hospitals have altered that arrangement and erected separate buildings. How far the 
experience should militate ayains the proposal to ostablish district hospitals, I am not 
prepared to uy ; but whe a similar proposition was made in the Mauritius, although promis- 
ing many advantages, it was finally abandoned as too expensive. , This might. be expected, for 
such an institution, on anyting like a proper footing, and on the soale enforced by the estates? 
regulations, would requira for Couva and Savanetla alone with their contract population of 
2,000, more extensive accommodation than is now provided in Port-of-Spnin fof its 20,000 
inhabitants ; but that such arrangements even if practicable are unnecessary may 
gathered from paragraph No. 2, where a population of over 4,000 shows only 1-4 per cent. 
of death-rate, On analyzing this last more minutcly, it appears that, with few exceptions, 
the estates in this Inst category rarely number 100 indentured laborers, while, as a rule, the 
heaviest death-rates occur on estates more densely handed. But this I think merely shows 
that, as the numbers increase, increasing care is required during the earlier or seasoning years 
‘of the coglies’ industrial residence ; for ‘the two largest estates in the colony, each numbering 
indifidually over 200 contract servants, had a deatherate under 2 per cent. 

That district climate goes for little in calculating the salubrity of any part of thie colony 
For Indian laboyers may be inferred from the fact that one of these estates is+in the healthiest 
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district of the island (Tacatigua) and the other on Mosquito Crock and the Great Lagoon; on 
another estate adjoining this latter, and, if possible, more unfavorably situated for Kuropean 
constitutions, with a population of over 200, the death-rate was, lust year, under 3 per cent., 
and during the previous year still lower. As the death-rate ranges much higher among 
contract laborers during the earlier period of their industrial residence, it is to be hoped thar 
the regulation for feeding newly-arrived contract laborers during the first twelve months of 
their inderfture till they Lecome seasoned to the climate and to the unaceustomed variety of 
labor required from them, will produce the happiest results, and guard against the well-known 
tendency of the Indian laborer to hoard his wages at the risk of losing strength and health. 

414,—The number of absentecs is lower than last: year, and not mach more than half what 
it was in41863. Without defining any partienlar cause for this improvement, it may be sup- 

ed to indicate diminiehed inducements on the part of contract laborers to shirk their engage- 

ments, That thiS is to some extent the case, may be assumed from the fact that indentured 
servanta who pave been for years absent on tho neighbouring continent, have returned in small 
batches ; among these a family consisting of father, mother, and three sons, who shortly after 
their arrival from India were induced to leave the estate 10 which they were assigned in Trinidad 
and push their fortunes in Venezuela, bave returned after an absence of three years to their 
original employer, by no means satisfied with the reaults of their experiment. ‘Ine party who 
took them away*had ensured them higher pay, light work, and above all perfect freedom from. 
igdentures. But it seems he sold them to an official of some standing who sent them to work 
on his cocoa estate, and my informant adds that he so worked for three years without further 
remuneration than his food and clothing, At the end of three years he was promoted to 80 
cents per day, when he took the earlicat chance of effecting his return along with tho other 
members of his family, He stated further, that there were some 500 covlies in the district 
where he lived; some of the eocoa estates having from 20 to 25 of these laborers. ‘The 
Jaws, too, were remarkably simple, at least as affected covlie laborers ; those who did not work 
were flogged, and those who ran away and plundered the provision grounds were shot. 

5t4.—One curious fact elicited from this man and bearing, if reliable, on a question ab 
present deeply interesting to those who employ Indian im s, and who look to their 
continaous introduction us essential to the welfare of thfs colony is, Chat, in the distriet of 
Venezuela, where he lived for three years, there have been no sof coolies murdering their 
wives, although the country is in itself most. lawless, and the number of women under 10. per 
cent, on an Indian coolie population said to be over 500. ‘The same freedom from 
bloodshed marked the earlier days of Indian immigration into this colony, when the ratio of 
females was under 20 per cent., and this I believe to a certain extent to be the experience of 
the smaller colonies, where the introduction of Tndian iminigrants is yet on a limited seale. 
Should this evidence hold good, on more careful examination, it will go fay to shake the preva~ 
Jent opinion that the violence occasionally shown by the men to the Indian women, is due 
solely, or in great measure, tothe disparity of the sexes, as introduced into the West Indies. 
As far as can be Iearued here, adult female life is nob much more respected in Indian villages 
than that of female infants, It las been hitherto a point of hereditary and ineradieable 
belief with the mass of the Indian population, that the man has complete jurisdiction over the 
wife; on that belief he acts in his own country, and earries his creed along with his labor 
whithersoever he may migrate, That he should act np to it more frequently now than in the 
earlier days of immigration is simply due to the fact that the number of cookies has greatly 
inereased, some estates being entirely worked by them—they have now the courage whieh 
mumbeg gives (o the mass—und this allows the development of’ cvil habits, and passions wich 
were forinerly restrained, a result not altogether unlikely, when it is known that few respect- 
able immigrants take or even allow their wives and daughters to accompany them over the 
“black water,” and the appreciation in which they do hold the females who aetually embark 
may be measured by the spred with which they get rid of them after landing. 

‘There is yet a difficulty whieh complicates the estimate as to what ought to be the fair 
proportion of females to males in the n of immigration, and this is the habit common 
among Indiang of indulging in a plurality of wives, when their means permit it. Is any 
allowance to be made for this disturbing clement, whieh no precaution can control? There is 
now an Indian undergoing a sentence (for assaud) of imprisonment for five years with hard 
labor, who has four wives” 1t may be said that he is wealthy, and therefore was entitled to 
indulge if the custom of his country; but in this question of contract as distinguished from 
colonizagion, where the kexes ought, undonbtediy, to be nearly, if not altogother equal, it ix 

roblematical how far it is morally judicious to burden with wives youn: men engaged in 
working ont a time bargain, during the earlivst part of which they are barely independent, 
although at its close they may not naly be wealthy, but entitled, like soldiers and sailors, to be 
returned to their homes at the public expense with all their savings. 

6¢4.—La o previous paragraph it was stated that one of the most powerful feelings which 
actuates the coolie is the desire to return to India when he shall have terminated his contract, 
‘or amaseed a certain amount of money. This feeling may be wholesomely and effectually 
appealed to, I think, by enacting that contract servants convicted of violence or attempted 
violence towards their wives, should in their sentence be adjudged to forfeit all right to e 
return passage, besides being whipped, subject to certain restrictions, which latter is the 
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punishment provided by the laws of England for brutal assaults on women. ‘Thero‘is reason 
to believe that such punishment following erime with certainty, and ever looming in the 
distance, will have a more deterrent effect ou these fatalists than the gallows, even if the latter 
wore sure, which it is not. The Indian is usually a aoward, but the objects of his fear are not 
those which a Kuropean dreads. An appeal to the Enzlish law, and the fear of losing the 
return pascage, will probably check his eriminal propensities more effectually even than 
increasing beyond certain limits the ratio of women, who, if handsome, are appropriated by the 
wealthy, and if ugly, are left to themselves till theysamnass means and become independent. 

‘The propriety of punishing even attempted violence is clear from the fact that the criminal 
career of the Indian, like that of all other men, is progressive; he passes through many stages 
of violence open to correction before graduating for the gallows, under the mingled influence, 
of bhang anda debasing creed. Iu the latest instance where an Indian womo'a was murdered 
by er countryman she was not his wife, but they had cohabited for some tinte ; he beat her so 
often and so severely, that she left him and took refuge with another man, whereppon the first 
man threatened to kill her and did so. There aid to be no extenuating circumstances, and 
the murderer will, no doubt, be hanged. Is it not more than probable that an appeal to the 
Jash, from which the Indian recoils with horror, might, in this instance, have saved two lives? 
I. may be safely affirmed that the dread of corporal punishment, coupled with the certainty 
of losing the return passaze to Caleutta, will control the Indian’s di fd of his own or 
othore’ life more effectually than any influences borrowed from western eivilizati¢n, 2 

7th.—The births for the year were 202 as againet 132 in 1867; but neither of these 
figures are reliable as the machinery for ascertaining the increase is very imperf 

$44.—During the last year the number of reported cases of punishment for breach of 
contract was 686 as against, S64 in 1867, while the number of ubsentees has falfen from 400 to 
320—both these items indicate favorable progress. 

944.—The number of those who have redeemed balances of industrial residence has fallen 
from 62.in 1867 to 48 in the last year. 

10¢4,—The financial position of the employers of Indian labor, with regard to indenture 
fees, is most satisfactory, al] the monies due for the year amounting to £17,400 having been 
paid into the treasury. ‘ 

11.—The number of laborers arrived in this colony from the other West Indian islands 
is somewhat over 1,700, and presents this peculiarity, that a large and increasing portion 
consists of Indian immigrants, not only from Grenada and St. Lucia, but also from Guadeloupe 
and Martinique. These last have located themselves chiefly in Port-of-Spain, and find employ- 
ment in sweeping and cleaning the streets. 

12¢A.—Since the sailing of the British Trident in 1866 with retum eoolies, the registration 
of farther applicants has been continued ; during 1867 the number who presented themselves 
to enrol for return-passaye was very limited, 91, and slowly increased up to the close of the 
immigration season in October 1868, when 368 additional naines were registered, malsing in 
all 459—too many for one ship aud not sufficient to feeihy two. As an offset to the return 
passage inseparable from the eystem of emigration, several coolivs have applied to be allowed 
to exchange their right to a return-passage for an cquivalent in land; under any cireamstances 
this demand marks an important era for the colony, and if, as may happen, tie example be 
followed by numbers, and suitable crown lands cau be found for their settlemont in the 
neighbourhood of their prescnt locations, and cconomy will be seeured to the planter and general 
reygnue, while at thesame time a nucleus for free labor may be created in each district roand 
wich the coolies will gather and scttle, instead of wandering as many of them do now, with 
unsettled aim, during the last five years of their aesidence. 

1¢.—In paragraph No. 8 it was stated that the principal mortality in the island was 
confined to about 15 estates out of 120, and that these wore scattered over every district of the 
island, irrespective of local climate. Experience seems to indicate clearly enough that the 
health and lives of the imported laboring class depend more on the individual care of employers 
than on the position of estates ; I bave, therefore, less dillidence in repeating a suggestion made 
several years since on this subject, namely, that wherever the mortality of an estate exceeded 
the average of its own district or division, no application from such estate fur any future 
supply of immigrants should be received till the mortality thereon had fallen within the 
normal limits. Such a rule would enforce the greatest care, and in no instance could it be con- 
sidered too severe, as it is clear that the individual loss on such estates is the direbt cause of 
increased average in its own district. 

14t4.—There are besides one or two other points connected with the application for and 
the distribution of immigrants which merit attention. The average yearly requirements of 
the colony lie somewhere between the extreme opinions of those on the one bund who advocate 
introducing yearly the whole number of iaimigrants applied for, whatever that may be, and: 
of those on the other hand who would at once cut it down to one-half or less." The true mean 
may probably be attained without either wasting the resources of the colony on an unnecessary, 
introduction, or crippling the advances of successful enterprise, by ordering tho fall number 
applicd for, co long as satisfactory evidence exists that the immigrants now employed by the 
applicaiits are treated in full accordance with the regulations enacted for their welfare, and so 
long as the applicant offers a fair guarantee that he actually requires the number applied for. 
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This guarantee might vary, but in every instance it should apparently protect against all 
speculative demands—the Government which pays one-third of the annual immigration outlay 
from general revenue, and the planter who meets the remaining two-thirds, from fees 
and export duty. ‘This guarantee might be in the first place direct, and’ one which 
admits of no cavil, namely, where an estate is known to yield a fair annual profit, this result, 
as u rule, can only be due to good management, and good management may be taken as the 
pest guarantee by Government and the public, that the estate will meet its engagements, both 
as regards indenture fees and the paysuent of the people,—or the guarantee may he 
indirect, tig that the house is fully supported by the bank or other responsible party. 
Jn all cases where parties have been proeeede nist for indentare fees, their applications for 
fresh imWwigrants should be disregarded, as they are probably unable to comply with the other 
Government rekulations for the accommodation, comfort, and payment of the contract servants, 
1514.—The ation calls for no further notice than last year’s. 
The wumber of vagrants steadily increases ; and although many of the men by the two ships of 
are industrious and steady’, yet the g lity of employers look upon the whole class with 
They are no doubt more troublesome to manage than the Hindoo races; but as the 
culty oegurred in 1853, and was successfully met, it is a matter of regret that so little 
interest is shown towards a kind of labor on which the West Indian employer must shortly, in 
all probability, depend. He ean scarcely look to India for continaed sapplies, where the money 
syynt of late yturs on roads, rails, and ‘irrigation, already amounting 10 nearly one hundred 
millions sterling, has raised ordinary adult labor to a daily rate of 74, and where estimates have 
en for an outlay of even larger sams, whose results will nolsonly be full employment 
for the masses, but the production of food erate prices. ‘Tho immigration to the West 
Indies has been fostered by the continued high price of food, which has never fallen since the 
famine of Orissa; and a state of chronic famine elsewhere has been prevalent up to date. But 
mditions must shortly di before the present: well-direeted schemes of irrigation, 
the Indian laborer will, in future, find more reumnerative work at home, those who 
iat, present depend upon bis aid should, without delay, turn their eyes to China, and gradually 
promofe a well seltcted immigration thence.

Enacted by the Governor of Trinidad with the advice and consent of the Legislative Council 
thereof, for extending the time for the feeding of indentured immigrants. 


Antnur Gorpon, 


Wurvas an ordinance was passed in Council on the second day of February, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, entitled “an ordinance for the feeding of inden 
tured immigrants ;” and whereas it is expedient to enlarge the time during which such 
jmmigrante shall be fed ; be it enacted hy his Exeelleney the Governor, with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council, us follov 

1.—'The provisions of the said ordinance of the second day of February, one thousimd 

cight hundred and sixty-nine, shall “und be taken to

spent oats of January, one thousand eight bundred and sixty-nine, or who

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Report on immigration in connection with the annnal abstracts from quarterly returne for the 
year ending 80th September 1869. 


Awnivats.—The introduction of iminigrants closed for the season by the arrival of the 
Flying Foam in July, with 32 deaths at sea, ona shipment of 479 souls. ‘This heavy per 
contage,=6°6, was principally due to cholera in the river, and its seqne/e, with such accom 
paniments as nsnally characterise a protracted voyage of 128 days. i 

Th Jc of leaving so late at the month of Marcel, and the disadvantage to the immi- 
grants of arriving in this Colony after the rainy scason had comment ere mentioned in the 
Special report on the Hying Foam; while the causes of the d so minutely 
examined as to render farther allusion ty them in this synopsis unnecessary, ‘The whole 
number of Tadians embarked at Culentta during the season’ far ‘Trinidad wag=2,204 sonls, 
and on these the death-rare was 63 or 2°7 per cont., without makin any allowanes lor 17 births, 
The deat 2 therefore, when taken altozether, is the lowest as yet recorded. Of 2,201 souls 
Tanded, there were sent. to hospital as suffering, or to. the eon ft depot ae unfit for ims 
anediate field labor, 211 adults; of these 10 died, and the zema > subsequently distri 
huted to the estates for which they were originally designed. 

The following table exhibits the numbers and rates above-mentioned ; aad it is but fair to 
state that, as regards two of the ships, the dvefléa and Serifta, whose resulty are so exception~ 
ably favorable, that they were eqnally or nearly so iu Ube previous yer :—

That this timely feeding saved the lives of many Inborers, is viear from the-faet tat during 
the inclement months of (he past, July and August, nambers of the newly-orrived were unable 
to carn the full value of their rations; in other words, had their means of Tiving depended 
solely on the waxes earned, its gradnally decreasing amonnt would bave brouglit them rapidly 
to the hospital and within the fatal range of any passing epidemi : 

What the influence of such epidemic might have been during the last 
seantily fed, we may gather from the estates’ hospital retar Meagre y are in detail, 
we ling from them that ulceration of the extremities and debility, a8 causes of death among 
both new arrivals and those of long standing, huve heen to a grecit extent replaced by maladies 
of amore formidable and unusual nature. Yellow fever, maligbant, typhoid, and comatose fever, 
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are returned in their paes with ominous frequency. These entties show plaiuly, not only that 
maladies of the most serions nature have been rife among the mbabitants of the Colony during 
1869,* but also that their characteristics have been differently apprehended by as nt practitions 
ers, and treated accordingly, Zot homines tot seutentia?’ As fatal tevers are epidemic 
among the Indian laborers, that of ISG9 merits cureful study by those who tata opportunity 
of becoming familiar with its Protean phases, that they may determine its nature and fis. its 
generil tfeatment. Allied no doubt to yellow fever by some symptoms, sueh as black vomit 
and yellowness of the skin and mucons membranes, it yet differed widely from that. scours 
in alfackingsthe Indian, hitherto exceptionally exempt from its influence, and in doing so 
sporagically, with an utter co of all vat contagion, nnder cirenmstances most favors 
able for,its existence; and also in the suddenness with which death, sometimes ina few hours, 
followed the iteidence of the att Till farther énquii 
purposes, he elasked as a variety of paludal poisoning of exceptional severity; the more so as 
tn most featyres, except that of black vomit, it resembles the Mauritins fever ef 1866, 1867, 
and 1868, which cut off 35,000 Indians, and declared itself under pre climatic 
* influences, Mounnsnnl drought whieh di roons and 
water-contses, leaving their beds festering under a tropical sun, ‘The protector of immigrants 
at Mauritius reports on this sulject, that the mortality among Indians resident on estates was 
G1 per cont, ns Neaiiisl 129 poor cent, among these non-resi and the “fever enquiry 
gommission,’* appointed by Governor Barelay, terminate their investigation with the foilow- 
tng words : the average death-rate among engaged laborers was inuch lower than that of 
the colony generally.” in Mauritius the engaged Jaborers are rationed, and although 
on the Whole the monthly rate of wages is higher there than in ‘Pfimdad, yet the engar is 
said to be shipped ata lower rate, ‘This must have been partly due to the regularly-fed,

interested in promoting exclusive payments in money. Tt consists of old coolies who have 
served their time; these, when they have means, are generally rice-sellers or monby-lenders, 
frequently both; they have powerful connections on many estates; they first advance money 
or luxuries to every new coolie of likely promise, and once entrapped, themscll him the 
necessaries of amine prices. The roadside shop-keeper, by the rationing of the, coolie 
arrivals of 1 lost his profite on the sale of some 500 tons of rice; his secret but not 
sleeping partner on the adjvining estate has also lost his share; but the laborer fin’ return has 
received his food at nearly wholesale prices, while the former gains of the fetty trader have 
nearly or altogethe sed to his (the laborers) credit, ‘This is not to be regretted, as some 
of the most serious disturbances which have oveurred of Jute years in the rural distriets were 
eonneeted with, if not altogether due, to the influence 6! these potty tradesmen over the 
Jahorers they supphed. ‘The first year’s experiment of feeding the latter realy weakened 
that influence and broken up some of the shops, and there can be no reasouable doubt. that a 
wise and liberal scale of diet, proportioned to the real wants of every indenthred immigrant, 
would draw much more closely the bonds of union between him and his employer, while jt 
would drive to more wholesome pursuits, those able-bodied men who now hetake themselves 
directly or indirectly to shop-keeping, and whose time is pretly equally spent between squeez= 
ing out the “earnings and defrauding the wholesale merchant. ‘The fiet of the petty 
tradesman being occasionaily vietimised by both laborer and merchant does not invalidate the

4. Terviun Ivanerayts,.—On the 25th April, 320 Indian immigrants left this for 
Caleutta on board the ship draw, tons burthen, Jones, imaster, She arrived at her 
destination in four months, after a stormy passage, and some repairs at Algon Bay. There 
were seven deaths on the passage; a very low mortality when contrasted with tie bad health 
ot the invalided portion on board; some of these last had little chance of seeing India again, 
but they were embarked for the return-paesage, as entitled by law. The remaining 313 were 
Janded at Culeutta in good health, and Mr. Warner's report on arrival was highly creditable 
to the eare und skill of Dr, Crane, the superintendent. These coolies tuok ba ith them 
865,585... scone man Heerah handed over $6,000 for transmission through the 
treasury, but was believed to have about, him $4,000 more; in fuct he had stated as much, 
‘This man, originally allotted to the Glenroy estate, had, alte rving out his industrial 
contract, resided in the neighbowing village of the Mission of Savanna Grande as a shops 
keeper and money-lender for the last ten years, 

Ibis not astonishing that men of this class should object to the rationing of the inden. 
tured labo d stimulate the latter by every means in their power to diseontented opposi- 
tion; but it is difficult to comprehend how the employer should he induced occasionally to 
look on the rationing system ax ton tronblesome, and thus play into the hands of these petty 
traders whose interost it is to estublish on estates an imperiam ix imperio, directly subversive of 
the owner’s control. 

The vima sailed so late in the year that the passengers were much exposed to tho 
winter’s cold in rounding: the Cape, as well as to the opposing monsoon during the rest of the 
voyage; these ineonvenienees might have been avoided by three months’ delay, but as many 
of the people petitioned to he allowed to leave at once, Her Majesty’s Commissioners were 
requested to charter a vessel to cary some 300 return immigrants—about as many ag could 
be sufely counted on to start, from the 450 whose names were already registeted. Of these 
last, not 200 eventually came forward on the appearance of the ship; this might have proved 




























































inconvenient, had not some 400 more registered te return between January and April; from 
these the compicnient of the Arie was eventually made up; and it is more than probable that 
wher 





such substitution took place, some money consideration passed furtively betweon the 
parties, Precautions were taken to ensure an abnndanee of warm clothing to every Aydividual 

ed. ‘Those who had the means, if not ulveady sufficiently provided, were requiryd t» do 
80 before being: passed to the island depot to await the ship, and the poor (who were not 
numerous) were furnished with the necessary kit Ly Government. Tn this transaction, there 
were some grounds fur supposing that the natural simplicity of the officers in charge had been 
taken advantage of hy the more astute Asiatics, and the ship bad scarcely weighed anchor 
when it turned out that the evolies had, by a judicious transfer of kits and re-arrangement of 
their bundles, made a very moderate quantity of blankets and warm clothing do duty for a 
very coysideruble number of passengers :—that this slight of hand had taken place to an 
inconvenient oxtent was afterwards corroborated by Dr. Crane’s report from Algoa Buy ; fortun= 
ately it led to no serious results. Any occurrence of this kind will be prevented in future, hy 
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an order which was issued by His Excellency the Acting Governor, that no intending return 
immigrant should register his name for passage without depositing a fixed sum sufficient to 
meet the expanse of the necessary clothing for the voyage. Thi order has produced very 
marked and wholesome results. In the first place, during the last eight months, not more than 
150 of those who had previously registered have returned and made their deposit for clothing ; 
the remaining 300, who had probably no definite intention of leaving ut the time, have scttled 
down, and thus withdraw one great caust of instabi from the mass of Indian labor; when 
these last révictered their names on the previous occasion, it might have been simply with the 
intention of eventually selling their chances to others whose contracts had more lately expired. 
‘This sévt of gambling has been checked, and the ond. fide applicants know thatas soon as 150 
more names shall have been entered, a ship will at once be ordered, and further, the Colonial 
Government knows that when a ship is ordered, there exn be little chance of having to pai 
demurrage gr short freight from the uon-appearance of the passengers. ‘The island dop8t, 
where the immigrants were assembled and luded for some days previous to embarkation, 
proved eeventiaily serviceable, Resides the Indian immigrants on board the Arima, five 
Chinese, returning to Canton rid Calcutta, went as cabin passengers: they bad with them 
money or bills tg the amount of from $2,000 to $3,000 each, 

6, Ispians wio HAVE COMMUTED THEIR RETURN-PASSAGE FOR A GRANT OF LAND.—This is 
altogether a hew heading in an immigration report, nor has the movement, however important, 
been us yet of such extent os to require lengthened comment. By reference to the Royad 
Gazette, 1% will be seen that _a notice therein published by antharity of the Government, 
dated . » Offers to each cvolie, who chooses so to do, a grant of 10 acres of 
land as full compensation for his return-passaze to India. It was uot to be expected that the 
Indian whose hubits have been fixed in special zrooves for tens of centuries should hurriedly 
embrace an offer which must strike at the roots of all his prejudices of country and creed and 
kin. Still, a certain number—about 60—have thus commuted their right to a return-paseage, 
and have been settled within casy f the estates in Savouctta and Point-d-Pierre, 
where their labor’ will be available during the erop season for the neighbouring estates, while 
about 30 more have applied for lots, 

The comparatively small number of Indians who have taken advantage of these grants, 
or rather sales of crown lands, declares plainly the tenacity with which, as a body, they cling 
to their right of returning to India, notwithstanding 25 years’ experience of the West Indies ; 
still an example has been set, and although the leuders may have acted only with the intention 
of sclling their lots when improved at no distant date, others may follow with diferent views, 
and strangers, especiilly our numerous coolia visitors from other colonies, both French and 
English, may be induced to settle among them. ‘The former seem to prefer Trinidad, and 
continue to arrive in considerable numbers, influenced, no doubt, by that provision of the 
French regulation which is as follows :— Immigrants over the age of ten years, if they wake 
a fresh agreement, reserve their right of return-passage at its conclusion, but should they 
remain unindentured after their indenture has terminated, they lose all right to return.” Any 
hesitation, therefure, about re-indenturing may cost the coolies their return ticket, and to this 
want of decision in renewing the contract, we probably owe their presence bere. ‘These people 
are chiefly Madrasees. It may be mentioned under this heading that several gentlemen, 
largely interested in the introduction of Indian labor, believe that it would be desirable to 
return to a partial introduction of labor from the Madras Presidency. There ean be no doubt 
that its inhabitants are individually superior in physical power to the cvolies from Calcutta, 
and arrive here in better health, The great disadvantage which attended their earlier intro- 
duction was their turbuleuce and excessive intemperance, their wages were for the most part 
spent on rum, followed by the natural resu!ts,—destitution and wide-spread mortality. 

These evils may now be in great measure avoided, as the rationing system must ensure 
steadier habits; while in calculating the eventual value of different kinds of labor to 
colony, it mugt not be omitted that the Madrasces show less fixed resolve to return to India 
than their brethren of Calcutta. Ove of the drawbacks to the usefulness of this class when 
Inst introduced was the preponderance among them of domestics over field laborers; this 
might be guarded against in future shipments, and where exceptions occurred, the necessary 
steps might be taken to indenture them in their real capacity as house servants. This last 
arrangement would prove an acceptable accommoilution to the general public, who already bear 
a certainyproportion of the expense of introduction, and who complain pretty generally of the 
difficulty of securing domestic service in either town or country where the occupation or pro- 
prietorship of small freeholds is so facile and inviting. 

6. ixpztune Faes,—These have boen paid with most creditable regularity; the 
amount received having been £20,149-18s. in 1869 as against £17,661 during the previous 
yenr, and no fees remained unpaid at the close of the season. It may be mentioned here thas 
the immigration debt on behalt of the colony hus been gradually reduced from £189,073-04,-8¢; 
in 1852 to £30,264 4. 2d. in 1869. These figures show, on tho one hand, the pressure of 
iroumstances at the earlier date, and, on the other, the subsequent elastic re-actiow of the 
colonial resources. : 

7. The following figures, of another type, will interest all parties connected with the 
colony of Trinidad; they prove the increased, the doubled production of sugar, independent 
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of covoa, since 1845, when Indian labor was first introduced. The average crop of 1843,

Farther, that an increase of 10,000 hhds, over the fverage production of 1863, 1864, 1865, 
was obtained during the next three years, 1866, 1867, INGS, with the same numbtr or rather 
fewer contract servants, while in 1869, the first of another triennial period, the crop has still 
further increased to 56,369 bhds., with. overy prospect of its nz higher (weather'permit- 
ting) for 1879 and 1871, notwithstanding certain heavy draw! sof blight and fire on the 
erop of 1870; yet the contract servuuts are still about the same in number ag they were six 
years before, showing an increase ouly on the women, while those whose contracts have not 
expired are about 1,200 more.

The breadth in canes by published returns was in 1865, 40,437 acres, and in 1868, 41,639 
acres, showing an increase of little more than 1,200 aere 

‘This rapid adyance in the production of the chief stuple is altogether beyond what ean be 
attributed to the introduction of Indian immigrants, and involves several considerations which 
need not be dwelt on in this report. The continued influx of labor from other colonics does 
uot in general dircet iteelf towards the sugar estates, ‘ 

It Las hitherto rather seemed to supply the place of those nomads who leave the suburbs 
of the towns and roadside villages to settle on crown lands, and from among whom numbers 
have lately become fixed as rate-payers, under the superintendence of the crown surveyor and 
court of intendant, The arrivals of tiis kind for the season have been about 1,700 adults, 
somewhat below the average, as happened also last year. 

Altogether unrestrirted in their movements, these immigrants follow their own bent 
after arrival, and leave little trace of their whereabouts; but there can be little doubt that 
they swell in some way or other the tide of labor, and contribute their quota to the general 
progress inost probably on the minor cocoa sstates, or the etill smaller holdings and provision 
grounds from which the former gradually arise. 

There can be no doubt that improved tillage and more correct application of manure has 
powerfully contributed to the present crops, and the increase recorded hus correspondet pretty. 
uniformly with the increased use of the fork, which has for some time been gradually displacing 
that check to all improvement,—the univereal hoe. The land has also been broken up to a much 
greater exteut by the plough, thus relieving the laborer [rom the severest of oll manual tasks. 
On some estates implemental weeding has been introduced, which, when carried out to its 
legitimate extent, will make the planter more and more independent of his numerous field 
hands, In more than one district the steam plough has been introduced with great advantage, 
but its deep tillage, while it saves the oxen, will not vanquish the cohesion of the stiffer soils, 
and bring ont the exhaustless wealth of the Naparima clays till they have been thoroughly 
aerated by a judiciously applied system of sub-soil drainage, 

Perhaps the most important advantage to be derived from the steam plough will be that 
ite more familiar working must inevitably lead to steam traction, at least on flat lands, and 
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displace five-sixtha of the mules, whose lives are precarious, and which at present, though 
necessary, are a most undesirable and losing investment. Any manure they furnished could be 
produced of more suitable quality from cattle raised for food. 

8, Labor-saving machinery haa not been altogether confined to the agriculture of the 
Colony, but in some instances has been applied to the first step in the manufacture of sugar, 
vig., the carrying of canes to the mill. 

Cane carriers were, like the vacuum pa, introduced many years since into this Colony, but 
Jike the vacauih pan were nob much appreciated ;—from some cause or another they fell into 
dieuso, or, were applied on too small a scale to realise their full economy in felieving the people 
from labor; to what extont may be gathered from the fact, that if the crop of Trinidad be taken 
at 55,000 Hhde., and the high average of 2,000 gallons of cane juice be allowed for each hhd. 
made, this will indicate a net weight of more than 700,000 tons lifted during the crop scason to 
a height of from four to ten feet above the level of the ground, by the labor of men and women, 
pefore being consigned to the crushing rollers ; and this weight is, in every instance, raised 
above the elbows, generally over the head of the cagrying gang. This last is comped for the 
most part of contract laborers, because the lift is severe and will rarely be undertaken by those 
who are not under contract ; yet the weight might be overcome by the engine, in the same 
manney ag it garries off the ground eanes, which have lost two-thirds of their weight. In 
Cuba, where manual labor is most expensive, the more advanced estates use cane-carriers, 150 
feet in length, that is to say, long enough to allow of a well-arranged system of carts to be 
unloaded directly into the cane-carrier, instead of being first discharged in the mill-yard as o 
preliminary to being a second time lifted up by hand. 

In Demerara, where the weight of canes ground is about double what it is here, cane 
carriers are in universal use ; in fact the lift by hand would beimpracticable. It is, perhaps, too 
much to expect such alterations to he carried ont fully and at once by the planter, while his 
time and attention are, as at present, divided between ufacture and agriculture ; but the 
appreciation of all gids aud appliances, whether mechanical or chemical, are indispensable steps 
towards and must. precede the great and impending change, when pure sugar direct from the 
cane must digplace the present muscovado. ‘The West Indian sugar farmer is now in a tran- 
sition stago towards a result which has been long maturin, not perhaps so rauch by his 
own exertions as by the necessities of a ; ical age, which tells him 
distinctly that it must have one of the primary necessaries of life in the pure state in which it 
is furnished by nature, and that the consumer will no longer both pay the planter for his 
avoidable errors of mannfacture and the refiner for correcting them. Tle points to the 
Beetroot juice in Belgium and elsewhere ; a complex liquid difficult, to handle, from which a 
white sugar is produeed in 48 hours; aud calls on the planter to do the same from cane juice, 
twice as rich and pure and easily worked, Ie tells the planter further, that, the manufacture 
of pure sugar is one of the few trades which requires neither skill nor long practice. 

Other art: need a longer or shorter apprenticeship, but the sextraction of pure sugar is 
simply mechanical, implying only the adoption of suituble arrangements, which, however 
ingenious in their original contrivance, require no greater intellectual effort for their application 
and direction than that wonder of art,—the sewing machine. The chief requisite in the manu- 
facture of sugar are a judicious outlay and the constant supervision of the master’s eye, both 
of which (and they are rarely given) the increased quantity and improved quality wonld goon 
erepay. TheTrinidad planter has, if true to himself, little to fear from his beetroot competitor, 
ashe stands at present in the race; his can ain double the quantity of sugar, and his 
land yields double the weight of canes. Altho: the manufacture of beet sugar has been so 
mach improved of late years as to double the quantity extracted, and the cultivation has been 
so skilfully conducted as not merely to inerease the weight of Lect per acre, but greatly to 
increase the relative quantity of sugar in the root, yet all these improvements in the future 
are open to the West Indian farmer in addition to the vast advantages of his start. What 
he has to fear ig not the present application of English capital to the home growth of beet 
sugar, but its corabination with English enterprise and energy ; these last can only be success- 
fally met by their counterparts in the Colony, and without them all the advantages of cane 
and climate will be unavailing. It is trae that, as stated above, the crop of the Island has 
increased sume 20,000 tons ina few years with but little extension of hands or acreage, 
and that layd which formerly gave only 14 hhds., now gives 2 hhds. per acre, but this no 
longer mets the situation, the same lands must yield 3 hhds. of good sugar—a result by 
no means unattainable if every particle of solid and liquid manure now produced on each estate 
be applied to # soil well adupted by tilth and drainage. 

9. While much of the progress of the Colony during late years has been owing to the 
vigorous development of small properties into large, mueh has also bec done in the way of 
concentration ; few but residents of long standing are aware that since 1810 no less thau 78 
sets of works on as many estates have been dismantled in this Colony. Of these, 40 have had 
their acreage absorbed into adjacent estates, thus swelling the respective size and produce of the 
latter, while no less than 88 or nearly one-half have been abandoned, not so much from exhaus- 
tion as from local difficulties which- are fast disappearing before incrensed facilities of Inbor 
supply and interfommunication, ‘The condition, however, which fairly marks the real improve- 
ment of the Colony during late years, is neither the re-payment of ite public debt, nor ite 
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increased export, but the fact that no less than 17 coeoa and 17 sugar estates, which formerly 
employed contract labor, now depend entirely on the general population of their respeative 
districts, althouzh their crops have in many cases doubled, while 31 othera, with crops which 
in some instances range over G00 hhds, do not, on an average, muster $1 contract bands.

LT nave to acknowledge your letter of L4th instant, with copies of two despatchos from 
the Governor of Trinidad; the first encloSing an ordinance for extending the time for the 
feeding of indentured immigrants, and the second cnelosing the annual repogt of the immigra- 
tion agent. 

2. By an ordinance passed in February of last year (No. 8 of 1869), ‘employers were 
bound to supply their indentured immigrants for the first 12 months, after their allotment 
with a specified daily ration, and were empowered to deduct from their wages 64d. a head in 
respect of it. But) no deduction was ts be made for rations supplied to children under 10 
years of age, The amending ordinance simply extends the period of rationing from one to two 
Years, with a provisio (section 3) that, after the first year of indentureship, the immigration 
agent-general may, on the application of any immizrant, stop the rations ; and where they 
are not stopped, may allow them to be issued in an uncooked state. 

3. These ordinances are to be defended only on grounds of humanity, _ There is difference 
of opinion amongst planters on the feeding system; und it is admitted thdt the immigrants 
themeelves dislike it and prefer cash wages, which they can hoard av the expense of their 
health and strength, ‘The facts, figures, and reasoning, however adduced in the speech and. 
annual report of the immigrant agent, an experienced medical man well acquainted with 
coolie habits and dispositions, justily this exceptional leyislative interference with the liberty 
of the immigrants. i 

4, Dr. Mitchell shows that even in an unusually sickly year, the rationing system, 90 far 
as it bas been tried in Trinidad, had produced a marked effect. Since its introduetion, the death- 
rate amongst the new comers had been little more than one-half that amongst coolies who had 
bad the advantage of a year longer acclimatization, and was less even than that amongst the 
Indians who had been two years longer in the Island and had fed themselves out of their money, 
wages. Governor Gordon, tog, in another despatch of Sth ultimo, No. 46, on M. des Vaux’s 
letter respecting the condition of immigrants in British Guiana, states that the effects of the 
ordinance of 1869 bad already been marvellous, and expresses his belief’ that if its provisions 
were extended to the whole term of indentureship a vast, loss of life would be prevented. 

5. The principle of the fecding system has been adopted in several of our coulie-import- 
ing colonies ; and the only question has since been as to the extent of its application. This has 
ranged from three months alter arrival as in St. Lueva, up to the whole period of indenturesbip 
as in Mauritius and Jamaica. In Manritius, where it has long becn in operation, it appears 
from a report of the Protector of immigrants that in the fatal fever years of 1866, 1807, and 
1868, the death-rate amongst coolies resident and rationed on estates was 6"l per cent, whilst 
among the non-resident who fed. themselves, it was 12-9 or more than double. The system was

6. As regards the amending ordinance, the only other remarks that occur to me are, that 
it makes the operation of the previons ordinance of February 1869 retrospective, so as to 
include coolies indentured since the Ist of January of that year, and that the rd section has a 
tendency adverse to the main principle of the measure. If it is necessary to issue rations to 
all in lieu of money wages, it would seem a doubtful policy to issue them in a state that offers 
facilitics for this misappropriation. It is true that the ordinance of 1869 contairs a penal 
prohibition against the sale of rations, but where concealment is the interest of both seller 
and buyer, the enforcement of the law will rarely take place. 

7. Subject to these remarks, I see no reason why the ordinance should not be left to ite 
operation, But in that case I would suggest that ifs provisions should be made known in 
India, in order that the coolie may clearly understand before his recruitment the manner in 
which his wages are to be paid. 

8, The report of the azent-general for the year ended $0th September 1869 is, as the 
Governor observes, more full of interesting matter than usual. The following summary will 
show its most salient statistical results. The total number of Indians resident on estates were 
16,385, of whom 9,563 were indentured and 6,822 non-indentured. The mortality amongst 
the whole number in the year, so far as that amougat the non;indentaged could be ascertained, 
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was at the rate of 3:1 per ont. ,The registered births aniongst a female population of 3,794 
were 224,.r at the rate of 5-9 per cent. The number of contract laborers absent. without leave 
was 345, or at therate of 3°6 per cent. ; the number of coolies sent back to India was 372, 
equal to 320 statute adults; and the amount of money they curried with them was 65,555 
dollars. Sixty coolies commuted their right to back-puxsages for a grant of ten acres of land 
each, in tho vicinity of estates in Savonetta and Point-&-Pierre, and 
tion.

1 may remark that great exertions are now being made to obtain improvements in the 
construction of the estate’ hospitals and in the immigrant dwellings, All new oucs are cone 
structed, as {ar as practicable, upon plins sketehed out by Dr. Shier, and 1 do not find 
from the planters any very serious objretions to conform to the wishes of the Government in 
this respect. Many old hos; and barracks still exist. which are faulty in construction, 
but thése are being gradually improved or done away with altogether.

And whereas, notwithstanding Our utmost Exertions to preserve Peace between all Sovereign 
Powers and States, a state of War unhappily exists between His Imperial Majesty the Etaperor of the - 
French and Vis Majesty the King of Prussia, and between their respective Subjects and others inhabit- 
ing within their Countries, Territories, or Dominions : 

And whereas We are on Terms of Friendship and amicable Intercourse with each of these 
Sovereigns, aud with their several Subjects aud others inhabiting within their Countries, Territories, or 
Dominions : 

And whereas great Numbers of Our loyal Subjects reside and carry on Commerce, und possess 
Property and Establishments, and enjoy vartous Rights and Privileges, within the Dominions of each of 
the aforesaid Sovereigns, protected hy the Vaith of Treaties between Us and each of the aforesaid 
Sovereigns: 

And whereas We, being desirous of preserving to Our Subjects the Blessings of Peace, which they 
snow hapily enjoy, are firmly purpcsed and determined to abstain altogether from taking any part, 
dircetly or indirectly, in the War now unhappily existing between tie said Sovereigns, their Subjects 
and Territories, and to remain at Peace with and to maintain a peaceful and friendly Intercourse with 
each of them, and their respective Subjects and others inbabiling within any of their respective 
Countries, Territories, and Dominions, and to maintain a strict and impartial Neutrality in the said 
State of War unhappily existing between them : 

We, therefore, have thought fit, by and wilh the Advice of Our Privy Council, to issue this Oar 
Royal Proclamation 
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And We slo hereby strictly chursre’ and command all Out loving Subjects to govern themeel res 

accordingly, and to observe « strict Neutrality in and during the aforesaid War, and to absfain from 
violating or contravening either the Laws and Statutes of the Realm io this Bohalf, or the Law of 
Nations in relation thereto, as they will answer to the contrary at their Peril.

“My Lorp Doxz,—Her Majesty being fully determined to obverve the duties of neutrality 
daring the existing state of war between the Hinperor of the French and the King of Prussia, and 
being moreover resolved to prevent, ag far as possible, the use of Her Majesty’s Harbours, Ports, and 
Coasts, and the’ waters within [er Ma ’s territorial jurisdiction, in aid of th ike purposes of 
either belligerent, has commanded me vo communicate to your Grave for vour guidauee the following 
rules, which are to be treated and enforced as Her Majesty’s Orders and Directions, 











“ Ter Majesty is, pleased farther to command that these rules shall he put in foree in the United 
Kingdom and in the Channel Islands on and after the 1th day of July 1870, and in Her Majesty’s 
territories and possessions beyond the Seas, six days after the day when the Gavernor or other

pablished the same, stating in euch Notification that the sui 
within the same territories and possessions :

vessel of the gther belligerent (whether the same shall be a ship of war or a merchant ship) shall have 
previously departed, until after the expiration of, at least, twenty-four hours from the departare of such 
last-mentioned vessel beyond the territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty. 

©2. Lf any ship of war of cither belligerent. shall, after the time when this Order shall be first 
notified and put in furee in the United Kingdom and the Channel Islands, and in the several Colonies 
and foreign Possessions and Dopendencies of Her Majesty, respectively, onter in aay port, road-stead or 
waters belonging to Her Majesty cither in the United Kingdom or in the Channel Islands, or in any of 
Her Majesty’s Colonies or foreign Possessions or Dependencies, such vessel chall bo required to depart 
and put to Sea within twenty-four hours after her entrance into such port, roadstead or waters, except, 
in case of utress of weather, or of hor requiring provisions, or things necessary for*the subsistence of 
her.crew, or repairs; in either of wiich cases, the authorities of the port, or of the nearest port (as the 
case may be), shull require her to put to Sea as soon as possible, after the expiration of such period 
‘of twenty-four hours, without permitting her to take in supplies beyond what may be necessary for 
er immediate-use; and no such vessel, *wl may have been allowed to remain within British 
Waters for the purpose of repairg, shall continue in any such port, roadstoad or water for a longer period. 
than twenty-four hours after her necessary repairs shall have been completed: Provided, nevertheless, 
that in all cages in which there shall be any vessel (whether ships of war or merchant ships) of the said 
Velligerent parties in the same port, roacstead or watcra, within the territorial jurisdiction of Her 

lajesty, there shall be an interval of twenty-four baurs between the departure therefrom of any guch 
vessel (whether a ship of war or a mishant ship) of the one belligerpt, and the saheequent 
departure therefrom of any ship of war of the other belligerent; and the time hereby limited for the 
departure of such ships of war, respectively, shall always, in case of necessity, be extended so far as 
may be requisite for giving effect to this proviso, but no further or otherwise. . 
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“3. No ship of war of either belligerent shall hereafter be permitted, while in any port, 
roadstead og waters, subjects to the territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty, to take in any supplics, 
“xcept provisions and such other things that may be;requisife for {he subsistence of her erew, and 
except so much coal oply as may be sufficient to carry such vessel to the ncarest port of her own country,

2. In reply he stated that his informant was one Chunder Nauth Dass of Bistopore, and 
that the two cascs to which he alluded were the payment by the said Chunder Nanth of 
Rs, 5 to the assessor, as a bribe to remit the tax of his father-in-law Issur Chunder Doss of 
Sookdebpore, gud the payment of another Rs. 2 hy Ram Mohn Roy of Sookdchpore in thé 
said Chunder Nauth’s presence. a 

8. 1 at once sent for these two persons al for Issur, and questioned them at length, 
aud forward the record in original for gour perusal, as the imputation is a serious one, and 
you will probably desire to satisty yourself by a complete review of the proceedings. L will, 
however, jn this place give a summary of them. Chunder Nauth, who is the son-in-law of 
Issur, a chassa dhobec ef Sookdebpore, and hail formerly been a missionary gooro mahasoy or 
teacher ou Rs. 8a month, but had been for two years out of employ, went to Mr. Kerry at 
Bistopore to make o small payment of rent. Conversation on the case of Bholanath’ lod 
to further conversation on the administratién of the tax, and Chunder Nauth led Mr. Kerry 
to the residences of four of dhe five persons in Bistopore, of whose asseasment My. Kerry has 
made complaint. Mr. Kerry says, he had heard from two other sources which he caunot 
indieate that bribery had been going on, and he questioncd Chunder Nauth directly-on the 
point, and Chundes Nauth mentioned the two cases to him.

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three days after he gave them to the assessor together with the notice, while the assessor was 
walking alone in the verandah of Lal Mohun Mookerjee of Joyrampore. The account of this 
interview ix somewhat singular. Te found a man walking alone in the verandah and asked for 
the baboo. The man told him he was the baboo, He then folded his hands, threw Rs, 5 
before him, and said take this, exeuse my father-in-law. He then gave the Rs. 5 and the notice 
into the assessor’s hands, aud the assessor told him in future not to mix himself upin mattors 
which donot concern him. Issur’s brother, « washprman, who stays with Issue aud saw the 
notice describes it, and from his description it did ot in any way resemble an, income tax 
notice. There is the pe y in this case, as compared with all the other which Chunder 
Nauth indicated as eases in whieh he had learned that the assessor acted corruptly,éhat in 
all the other cases but onc, the asxessor’s register shews the notice to have issued, arfd in this 
case it does not do so. Tu the other ease wherc no notice was issued the assessee referred to 
declares he was never assessed. 

4, Chunder Nauth described the appearance of the assessor and recognized him readily. 
Tt has, however, to be remembered in respect of this point-that he has had opportunities of 
seeing him at the Magatratels office, to which it is admitted that he paid visits in respect of 
toll bars let in ane 

&. Ram Manis Roy’s case may he noticed next. He says he went three times to the 
aasessor, and Had on the Jast occasion paid Rs. 2, and gave the notice to the alerk, and the 
assessor had told him to go, there was no When requested to pick out the assessor afd 
clerk from the people in my room, he picked out other persons, and when the assessor and 
clerk ¢ shewn him he confidently vowed they were not the men. To crown all, the notice 
he declared he returned to the clerk, with the bribe, was next day produced by Chunder Nauth 
as the notice of a man who had been released on payment of bribes. 

6, Chunder Nauth mentioned Kisto Fannerjec of Joyrampore, Dhurrum Dass Pal of 
Joyrumpore, Pearce Singh of Sookdebpore, Hurry Jamah and Jadoo Goramee of Kurre- 
Leriah, as persons from whom or of whom he heard that exemption from the tax’ was obtain- 
able by corruption. 1 examined all these persons. . 

7. (isto Bannerjec was assessed and paid. He saw the assessor personally and tried to 
get him to reduce the tax, but in yain. Te thought of objecting formally, but thought it 
would cost more trouble than it was worth and paid. He made no attempt to obtain exemp- 
tion corruptly, and heard of no one getting off by bribery. 

8. Diurrum Dass Pal says he was assessed. Went to the assessor who enquired of 
Lal Mohun Mookerjec, onc of the chief villagers at whose house he was staying, and other 
respectable people, and exempted him, and that he paid nothing to auy one. 

9. Pearimohun Singh was asscesed in his brother’s name at Rs, 17, and againin his own 
name at Rs ae 12. He vobjce ted, and the latter assessment, which was the result of a mistake, 
8-8, being the half of the original tax, and paid 
some 1M yin wating th pt of this sum from the treasury, but it was 
promptly paid in, De had mentioucd the absence of this receipt in conversation with 
Chunder Nauth.

that Khetter Mohun Mookerjee, a son-in-law of Lall Mohun 
Mookerjee, and described also as an amlah under the assessor which he was not, went to him 
and asked for Rs. 2 to get hin cacmpted, and then for Rs. 7 more to make up the tax, and in 
time he received au income tax reeoipt for Rs. 9. Tt is possible that Khetter Mohun may 
have intended to appropriate the Rs. 2, but looking to Lall Mohun’s respectable position and 
standing, 1 think it improbable, aud the fact that: the two paymeuts made the aggregate of 
the assessce’s tax, tells also against the supposition that fraud was intended.

12. Besides these persons, 1 have enquired from many other sources recorded and 





unrecorded, and I am constrained to express my unhesitating conviction that whatever judg- 
ment may be passed on the propriety and fairness of the assessor’s assessments which have 
been recently under review, the imputation of corruption that has been cast upon him, is 
not only not proven, but is wholly and absolutely false. 

13, It is necessary to note here, briefly, that in some cases the assessor, after the issue of 
notice, reduced or remitted the tax without formal objection. ‘This came to my notice just 
before 1 took Icave in December, and by an order dated the 20th December Jaat I peremp- 
‘only poe it. 

The procedure periaitten an unjust tax to be cancelled with less trouble to the 
sachet) and that was doubtless the object the assessor had in view, but on the other hand it 
tended to induce issue of notices without adequate cnquiry ; and by allowing remission with- 
out record of evidence against the assessment, and recorded reasons for the decision, it was 
Tikely to give riso to suspicion of partiality, and of use of undue influence hy those around 
the assessor. It was in any case illegal. 

16, I think it not improbable that this usage has had something to do with the origin 
of the rumour of corruption, though 1 am wholly satisfied that it was witruc. 

16. I now proceed to notice the cases of assessment of which report is required. Of 
these there are five in Bistopore, viz., Russick Mookerjee, Ram Dhone Mundal, Rukhit 
Koyal, Ngbocoomar Methoo, ‘Tilluk Dolaye, and three others in Noor Seekdar chuck. 
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17, Russick Mookerjec has a large pucea dwelling which probably cost ahout Rs. 6,000 
to Rs. 8,000 to build, I need not enter into more details, for Mr. Kerry has since thrown 
him overboard, and admits that he has been fairly assessed. 

* 18. Ram Dhone Mundul has eight bocgahs of land cultivated, deals in cloth, and 
advances money to cloth dealers; is gomashta to Dinnonanth Rai ona salary of Rs. 30a 
year, of which however he says he pays Rs. 12 to the pyke, and gives t it as salami ; is 
paid by thé ryots an anna in the rupee as hisahana, has a fishing tank (doba) of his own, and 
a sharé in anothor, two clumps of bamboos, two date trees. His house would cost abont 
Xs. 1100s, oy Rs. 50 a year. Ie keeps no accounts, but altogether I think he was fairly 
assessed. 

18. Rukhit Koyal has a kutcha-pucka house, worth say Rs. 800, or Rs, 40 a year, seven- 
teen beegahs of land, a fishing dhoba, and a share in another; a share in a thackoorbari, one 
chundes mondek, fittcen cocoanut trecs, onc mango tree; used to deal in paddy, and had a 
banking business, but has stopped this now. The chunder mondel is, so far as it goes, a 
mark of welf-to-do-ism, but I do not think the man assessable 

20. Nobocoomar Methoo’s income will alxo hardly come into the assessable limit. Te 
has about twelve beegalis of land, trad little in rice and brick-making. He denied these 
two sources OF infcome, but 1 have ascertained since that he possesses them ; still I do not 
think his income equal to Rs. 500. 

21, Tikuck Doloi has thirty beegahs of land. Le estimates his expendifure at Rs, 80 a 
mouth, or Rs. 360 2 year, exclusive of rice, fish, and vegetables, which he gets from his culti- 
vation, dhoba, and garden. If to that he added the value of his house, he may be fairly 
assesxed at Rs, 500, . 

22, The’assessor visited the village and made his enquirics at it, but did not go inside. 

28. The report of Baboo Kally Churn Ghose on the assessees at Noorsikdar chuck 
accompanies, One hc considers fairly assessed, and the other two not liable.

The first item of ingome is the unexpended balance of last year, the greater portion of 
if was nominal only ; the sum of Rs, 8,557-8 being duc to the “ Amalgamated Road Fund” 
for the year 1868-69. According to the budget estimate of disbursements off 1868-69, this 
sum should have been disbursed within the y Hence under this head there was a deficit of 
a considerable amount. 

The house rate receipts were estimated at Rs, 1 
perseverence the actual collections amount to Rs, 20,503-4; this sum exceeds the demand 
for the current year, and is to he aceounted for by the fuet, that the commencement of the 
year found us Rs. 10,141-S-t in arrears. The unsatisfactory nature, as shown in Appendix A 
of the collections on account. of arrears Ane for 1SG7-G8 and 1868-69, 1s owing to the fact 
that the collections were made over toa contractor, who was remunerated by a percentage 
on his collections. He collected all the large bil nd neglected the small ones, and when my 
predecessors found this arrangement nusuccesstul, a darogah was employed, on a handsome 
salary: but he was an illiterate and careless dividual ollice made over to him by the 
contractor was never properly scrutinized, and he was guilty of the same negligence as the 
contractor : he collected the large bills, left the small bills to look after themselves, and finally 
when L took over the office, I found in his hands a very large file of unreturned bills in the 
greatest confusion, The yah was dismissed and oflice revised, and the collections a 
made by sirears, each of whom given seeurit, nd they are compelled to return their bills 
with punctuality, and their returns are carefully scrutinized, 

The collections from the ferry farm cxcced the estimate. The settlement was made at a 
Jarger sum than was anticipated. The subjoined statement gives the yearly income for whieh

The income on aceount of the bazar farm really exceeds the estimate, owing to the fact 
that the demand included arrears, and collections actually amounted to Ks. 1,711-11-9, whilst 
the deposit Rs. 337-8 on account of the farmer's deposit for 1870-71 was eredited to tho 
municipality within the ycar. : 

‘The municipal pound reecipts considerably exceed the estimate. The annexed list gives 
the number of cattle impounded :— 

Number of cattle brought by police 4,597; number of cattle brought by private indivi- 
duals 554; total 5,151. 

On the other hand, the horse and wheel tax shows a deficit, whick is to a great extent 
accounted for by an outstanding balance. It seems to me incredible that there were ouly 
sixty bullock carts which plied for hire in Serampore last year. Greater attention must be paid 
to the eubject in tho cooing: year. 

On the 5th of March 1869, at a meeting of the Commissioners, a scale of fees for offensive 
and dangerous trades was proposed and adopted; but at a meeting held on {he Gth of August 
the Chairman, Mr. J. V. Taylor, pointed out that it would bo better to adopt a seale uniform 
with Hooghly. This suggestion was adopted, and on the 8th of October, Government in its 
letter No. 5289, dated 18th of September, have sanctioned the scale. It was resolved to put 
bye-law‘No. 66 in force from the lst of October. This is the reason why no estimate under ° 
this head appears in the budget. 
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The receipts for the past year show that these fees will, in all probability, form an 
important item in the municipal fund. The annexed list gives the details of the receipts on 
this account :—

‘Tho sum credited on account of hackney coaches was received during the past, year, and 
held in deposit pending the orders of Government; it has now heen transferred to the Muniei- 
pal Commissionersto do with as they think fit. 

Comparing the ineome with the budget estimate, it appears that the resources of the 
municipality are clastic and capable of further development. The budyet estimates do not 
appear to he prepared with sufficient care, In this, however, the Serampore municipality does 
not stand alone, but 1 hope a little more experience in their prep: will remedy this. 
So long as the actu! income exceeds the estimated incom ies ure not to be 
considered as of grave importance, but the improvements of the town could be earried on with 
anuch greater certainty if entire confidence could be placed in the estimate of income. 

‘That the income shows stich satisfactory its, is chiefly the fruit of the energy and 
intelligence which the head clerk, Takoordass Chatt has brought to bear va the collecting: 
and account department. He has displayed an interest. in his work, which is highly praise 
worthy and creditable to him. Had the ergy and intelligence been displayed” by the 
darogah, Goluck Chander Banerjee, at the commencement of the yeur, its close would have 
found the snunicipal accounts without au item of re 

The taxes regularly collected are reealarly p " ; 
are demanded, the people grumble and compl: all sides, refuse to pay, allege they have 
already paid, make petitions to the Mnnicipal Commissioners, and think then hardly 
treated. Noxt yoar the arrears will be cleared off, and Lant the Comm will be 
able to reduce the rate of assessment. A reduction would have been made inthe estimate 
for 1870-71, had not the sanitary improvement of the town proved to he, and likely to be still, 
a vast expense. 

We now enter upon the consideration of the disbursements. The subjoined statement 
gives a comparison between the budget estimate of disbursements and the actual dishursc- 
ments =

This statement shows that the budget estimate has heen considerably excoeded in the 
matter of expenditure. 1 will now account for it generally ; and bereafter in treating of items

portion of Serampore, Before the clearing of the land adjacent to the khal had been com- 
menecd, at a mecting of the Commissioners licld on the 3rd of December, after along 
disoussion it wax determined that the kbal and its banks were publie property ; but in spite of 
this determination there was a strong fecling that private individuals, who had so long used the 
Khal banks, should be left in possession, and the interference of the commissioners was resolved 
on only by the casting vote of the Vice-Chairman. However, when tne khal had been cleared, 
and the bills of costs heen presented 10 the alleged owners of the property, they one and all 
repudiated possession, dechiing that the banks of the Ikhal were the property of the public. 
The difficulty respecting the control of that important channel has thus been determined 
without litigation, and to the satisfaction of ull concerned; the bills of costs amounting to 
Rs, £1]-2 have been cancelled. The next work of jinportance effected by the drain coolies during 
the cold and dry seusoa is the new tank on the side of the grand trunk roud. ‘This work
